Hy Dear Sir i— Your r«enUett«r, kindly &sk 


lag tuo to be present at tlie meeting or old ee 
tiers o( Macod couutjr tins awakened In my mind 
a thousand nwoitewlon extending back into m; 
earliest culldlnKHl. I was b»m in Sangamon 
count}, wlUiln 50 miles ot the present ci'.j of De- 
catur. Mylallior andtamlly mored to Masoa 
county In.;August, 1530, wheolwai but lour 
yenrg old, 1C waa at the beginning ol tbe con- 
test between Uncle Sam and tbe SAO and Fox 
Indiana lor the proprietorship of tbe country, 
known as the "Black Iftwk war." At that 
time tho moat prominent features o( tbe region 
were ttie black, ricb, uu lilted aoti ol boundless 
lertlllty, wide prairies ot (all gross, gteen-h»ad- 
fid tiles, rattle snikes,, prairie wolves and otlior 
concomitants ol a nsw countrj, recking nlth 
undeveloped rleliuess and tiouodless nittiir.il 
resources. Th« forests of noble olka were lu 
Clinic primeval vigor, aud tbe paths thr ugh 
tuem were little troldea by white men. in tlw 
mliid ol tbe practical pioneer, able and willing 
to miet the privations and hardships oiaaew 
country, Central Illinois «as surely aa eldo- 
rado.

(bey may be. We suspect that the caaw 
exists in tho Individual poisoned; some pe- 
culiarity of tbe constitution producing ft 
morbid change in lite iecreHoos of the tte 
Btomxcb, with which the' Blunt combine*. 
and forms on active poison; or thesetn^ 
tlons may be healthy but in unusual pro- 
portions, and that these kss or greater pro- 
portions in combination with the alum «o»> 
Btitute a poison. 


"For example, two parts of mercury and 


two parts of chlorine form calomel, wblefa 
Is not poisonous, but change the proportions 
to one part mercury and two parts of chloc^ 
tne, and we get corrosive sublimate, which 
is a deadly poison.

Foods that are wholesome to some 
persons are actually poisonous to othets.

He HOB frequently applauded daring its 
delivery. He told the working men tbat 
tbe labor question came up at tbe be- 
ginning ot tbia country; that tbere ware 
Ittbor organisations in New York in 1803; 
tbe demand ;then wne a redaction ot 
hoare from li to 12. Tbat afterward 
bonra were reduced from 12 to ',10 hours, 
and that tbe 8 honr labor day will snraly 
be adopted, tie mid the labor agitation 
was not a revolution, bnt an effort to ad- 
just labor to a revolution already accom- 
plished, the revolution wrought by labor 
saving machinery of to-day. He held 
that tbe only way to adjust these condi- 
tions fltilisfnotory is tor tabor to have an 
interest in tbe maobtaery which baa eup- 
planted labor. To accomplish tbia or 
ganizatioo and harmony is neceenary, 
Manufacturers can make no money un- 
less tbey organise trnate. The prinoipl 
in a sense is right, nnd argues that labor 
to acquire its rights and a profit must 
ultimately resolve itself into a gigantic 
trust witb Uncle Sam aa trustee, Wan- 
namaker fa right in bia view of govern- 
ment control ot tbe telegraph lines and 
yet I beard a Democratic labor man aay 
be waa opposed to Wan namaker'a plan 
becanee Waonamaker is a Kepublican. 
This ia nonwnse. When any man strikes 
a principle in harmony witb oars we 
should, endow* it, We most team to do 
oar own thinking independently. Every 
man mnab Iftatn to carry bia own think 
tank under bia own hat. Theee reforms 
may not come in our lifetime, bat they 
will—they matt come—for to day a tnan 
starting in life with nobbing bat bia 
hands is not at certain ot a living ae the 
American Indian waa witb liia bow in 
1493. We may not reap tbe benefits ot 
oar work, bnt we, like the soldiers writ- 
tea ot by Carlyle, wbo, when dead, filled 
tbe impaeaable ditch nntil the living 
charged over them and took tbe fort. 
We tuny not b« able to take tbe fort, hot 
may hVlp fill the ditch.
